Student Recognitions: The high school officers were at least 90% this year, and did 


an excellent job. 9 of 12 sterling scholar awards went to students from Wasatch. 


Lori Tolley, Don Breen and Ron Goden were Trach standouts, with out basketball teams 
and football teams having an above-average season. Paul Cook had an all-state year 

in everal sports. All around the students this year were outstanding, perhaps, the 

best in the three years Ive taught here.
